In first detailed accounts of the Solomon Island fighting, 


where the Marines with a Navy covering force captured 
Japanese positions and sent the enemy fleeing into hills and 
jungles, Admiral Nimitz related the destruction of the Jap- 
anese force.

Mopping up operations, with daily skirmishes between 


Marine patrols and enemy detachments, have been in progress 
since the initial Marine landings the night of Aug. 7, the 
communique said. 


Attempt Break-Through 


But last Wednesday night 700 well-equipped Japanese 


landed from highspeed boats outside the Marines' lines, on an 
unnamed Island, and attempted a break-through. 


"During the darkness only hand-to-hand fighting was pos- 


sible." the communique said, "but with the breaking of day 
the Marines were able to maneuver. While one battalion 
held the front line another battalion moved to a flank and 
drove the then withdrawing Japanese to the beach. 


670 Killed, 30 Captured 


"The action continued until late afternoon. Of the 700 


Japanese, 670 are dead, the rest prisoners. Marine losses 
were 28 killed and 72 wounded."' 


Marines in the Solomons, commanded by Major General 


Alexander A. Tandegrift. U. S. M. C., thus "added another 
page to their history of outstanding achievement," the com- 
munique noted. 


The communique also told of a marine patrol and a Jap- 


anese detachment in the Solomons last Wednesday, in which 
the Americans lost only six killed and 13 wounded while wip- 
ing out the enemy unit of 92 officers and men, who continued 
resistance ''until the last man was killed."'

The five-year-old war in China re­ 
cently ha* undergone a startling 
change. Three months ago the Jap­ 
anese opened a campaign that some 
feared might Knock Olina out of the 
war. IR 5t weeks ago most of e&st- 
eetitrai China seemed to be falling 
into tlieir hands. But today a large 
part of their gains has been can­ 
celled. 
On other China fronts they have 
been stalemated for weeks 
Their 
proud Iv-announced plan to establish 
an 
all-rail 
connection 
between 
Shanghai and Singapore definitely is 
on the shelf. 
It »U11 is too early to say whether 
this is the result primarily of re­ 
invigorated Chines striking power 
. or of change in the Japanese army's 
plans. In either case, however, evi­ 
dence points to the early opening of 
a new phase of the Pacific war. tak­ 
ing the form either of a bold new 
Japanese stroke or of the passing of 
the initiative in China from Jap­ 
anese hands. 
I *ed 200. woo Men 
Our information thus far comes 
* nlirely from the Chinese. The Jap­ 
anese are silent about what is hap­ 
pening in Kiangsi and Chekiang 
provinces, where the most marked 
change has come about, as is their 
wont when things are not going well 
for them or they are plotung some­ 
thing new. Briefly, the Chinese pic­ 
ture of the situation is this: 
In mid-May the Japanese, using 
perhaps 200.000 men. began coordin­ 
ated attacks southwestward from 
Hangchow, in Chekiang province, 
and southeastward from Nanchang. 
in Kiangsi, driving from either end 
of the Chekiang-Kiangsi railway. 
The avowed objectives were to seize 
all the railway and take half a 
dozen cities which the Japanese be­ 
lieved to be sites of airbase?; from 
which their home islands could be 
bombed. By the end of June these 
things had been accomplished. 
Take Rail Areas 
But now much of the Japanese 
success has been undone 
'Hie fa­ 
mous rubber-band defense of the 
Chinese armies has operated with a 
remarkable snapback 
The mid­ 
section of the railway again is in 
Chinese hands and today's reports 
indicate that some 75 miles has been 
cleared of the invaders. 
At the 
same time the Chinese are threaten­ 
ing several of those bitterly con­ 
tested airbase towns, any one of 
which might be a Shangrila for a re­ 
petition of General Doolittle's Tokyo 
raid. 
These include Yushan in 
Kiangsi and Chuhsien, Lishui and 
Kinhwa in Chekiang 
Even while their communiques 
record the resurgence of their forces. 
Chungking military authorities have 
their fingers crossed. They keep in 
view the possibility that the Jap 
anese are fighting merely rearguard 
actions while taking out the best of 
their assault troops for use else­ 
where, perhaps Siberia, perhaps far 
v southern China 
There have been 
interesting shifts of Japanese forces 
recently in French Indo-Chlna and 
the Chinese are preparing to meet a 
possible assault on their southern 
border, perhaps on Kwangsi prov­ 
ince. 
Hie Japanese have had lit­ 
tle luck in their southern campaigns 
against China this year and may be 
looking for a new field of operations 
The prospect of a Japanese attack 
on Russia remains an ever-present 
danger, one that might alter the 
whole strategical position of the 
United Nations. AU reports agree 
that Japan's Manchurian Army is 
ready and eager to go. But the 
most favorable time 
for such 
a 
blow would be right now and every 
day that passes seems to make it 
more unlikely, at least for tills year. 
Autumn in northeastern Asia comes 
early; already the hot, steaming 
summer is giving way to clear, dry 
days 
and 
brilliant, crisp nights. 
Winter comes early, too, a winter as 
punishing as that which helped save 
Moscow last year.

Twelve tanks of a 50-tank forma­ 
tion were declared knocked out of 
action and about 300 Germans killed 
in a battle against an unyielding 
Soviet front. 
New Russian withdrawals were 
recorded below both Pyatigorsk and 
Krasnoader, but the Soviet informa­ 
tion bureau said Red Army mortar 
crews of one unit killed over 1,000 
German officers and men in three 
days and destroyed 12 tanks and a 
number of trucks. 
Red Army men on the northwest­ 
ern front—part of an area in which 
the Russians have been probing on 
the offensive—were reported to have 
driven the Germans from a popu­ 
lated place, killed several hundred 
and destroyed six German tanks and 
four enemy blockhouses.

potent of all bodily and spiritual 
medicines. 
Enjoyment in reading, 
enjoyment In working, enjoym ent in 
the company of one’s friends.

is actual poison to the entire bodily 
life for one to do anything without 
some enjoyment in it* pursuit. 
Life is as spotted with difficulties 
as was M other’s pudding with rais­ 
ins! But the raisins made the pud­ 
ding memorable. So, with all th a t 
we do we cannot expect th a t all 
life shall be enjoyment. 
Enjoyment, however, is an art of 
the greatest importance, for without 
It, life would grow tedious, dull, and

joy* his work, or his food, or his 
studies.” 
At once you know th a t 
such a person is not idling away 
his opportunities.

Convicted Minister Faces Twenty-Year Sentence 


FOUND GUILTY 
OF ESPIONAGE 
AGAINST U.S. 


Hartford. Conn,. Aug. 22 (AP) — 
Stocky, Rev. Kurt E. B. Molzahn 
today faced a prison sentence, pos­ 
sibly 20 years, after being convicted 
of a charge of conspiracy to violate 
the espionage act by attem pting to 
deliver m ilitary secrets of the United 
States, his adopted home, to Axis 
powers. 
The 47-year-old 
pastor of Old 
Zion’s Oerm an Lutheran church In 
Philadelphia's 
Franklin 
Square 
showed no signs of emotion late 
yesterday as a federal jury of eight 
men and four women, after two 
hours deliberation, found him guilty. 
3 Are Sentenced 
Although Judge J. Sm ith, granting 
a defense plea, continued the pas­ 
to r’s case until Tuesday, he Im­ 
mediately sentenced three of the 
clergyman’s co-consplrators includ­ 
ing O erhard Wilhelm Kunze, former 
"feuhrer” of the O erm an-Am erican 
Bund.

N. J., was sentenced to 15 years.

The aim of the conspirators, the 
prosecution charged, was to collect 
information about the United States 
Army, Navy, Air Force and defense 
industries and deliver it to Germany 
or Japan through Kunze.
